A COMPARISON.

Regarding the protests of some of
those who fight the proposed granting
of common point rate to Astoria on the
ground that It would be robbing the
O. R. k N. Co., the following extract
from a lte from M. J. Kinney, pub-

lished In yesterdays' Oregonlan, will be
of Interest; '

"For the aame reaaon that we want a
common point to aeaboard In Oregon,
we desire a channel between
Portland and Astoria, aa soon as It can
be procured. The Improvement will be
followed by first-cla- ss steamers mod-

ern palatial steamers being put on and
maintained between Portland and Ban
Francisco. This of Itself will grtatly
benefit our farrnera by reducing freight
rates to and from Ban Francisco. And,
with a channel at the mouth
of the Columbia river, we will have In

the nar future, not merely freight
steamrs, but modern passenger steam-
ers, f 20,000 or 30.000 tons, plying be-

tween Astoria and the Orient; and a
heavy e'.ream of passenger travel, and
fust and mixed freight passing through
Portland to the Orient. This will tend
to equalize and reduce freights. The
23.000-to- n ahlpa of Hill's will be a great
benefit to Eastern Oregon, and deepen-

ing and Improving the bar and the
Columbia river will be a benefit to the
entire states oC Oregon and Washington.
Deepen the chann--1 to Lewiston: It
Is needed to reduce and regulate
freights. The railroad can afford to
carry whet on to Astoria at the pres-

ent rates. They can even afford bo

carry wheat at half of the present rates
and make a large Income on the actual
value of their road. We pay 40 cents
per ton per 100 miles on lumber shipped
East. On Mlcm worth $150 per ton

East we pay only 40 cents ptr
ton per 100 miles, and this over the
mountain roads; but our Pendleton
farmers, on wheat worth only $13 per
ton, pay $1.J0 per ton for 100 miles on
down grade. It certainly looks to me
that the railroads might carry thla
wheat for half the present rates, and
haul the cars back empty. Common
points and lower freights will better the
condition of the producers of Oregon
and Washington whether producers of
lumber or wheat: and the prosperity of
our cities, our merchants, our bank
era and professional men, depends al
most entirely upon the prosperity of
these producers.

THL' FALL OF BROOKLYN URIDGE.

The Brooklyn bridge Is being weak
enedby electroIyaU. Its four great
cables are live wires through which
wildcat currents are constantly flow

Ing. These are escaping to the ground
through the anihorages, which they are
ratirg away at an estimated rate of
nine tons a year.
